1 . PURPOSE-THE PURPOSE OF THIS CABLE IS TO INFORM ALL 
ADDRESSEE POSTS, OF THE FOUR U.S. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 
SPONSORED SOLO EXHIBITIONS SCHEDULED FOR CALENDAR YEAR 
1977, AND TO OUTLINE PROMOTIONAL ACTIONS. POSTS ARE EXPEC- 
TED TO PERFORM IN SUPPORT THEREOF. 
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2. BACKGROUND-MARKET RESEARCH ON THE FOUR EXHIBITION 
THEMES INDICATES THAT A STRONG DEMAND EXISTS IN VENEZUELA 
AND NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES FOR A BROAD SPECTRUM OF AMERICAN- 
MADE HIGH TECHNOLOGY EQUIPMENT, MACHINERY, INSTRUMENTS 
AND SERVICES. THE EXHIBITIONS WILL ALL TAKE PLACE IN 
A MODERN, FUNCTIONAL EXHIBITION FACILITY, SPECIFICALLY 
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DESIGNED FOR THIS PURPOSE. THESE EVENTS WILL PERMIT 
END-USERS AND POTENTIAL AGENTS/DISTRIBUTORS FROM NEIGHBOR- 
ING COUNTRIES AN OPPORTUNITY TO SEE THE LATEST PRODUCTS 
AND TECHNOLOGY OF APPROXIMATELY 50 AMERICAN INDUSTRY 
LEADERS IN EACH EXHIBITION. MANY EXHIBITORS, INCLUDING 
SOME FIRMS NOW REPRESENTED IN VENEZUELA, ARE SEEKING 
COMMERCIAL/AND OR PRODUCTION ARRANGEMENTS IN OTHER COUNTR-

ADDRESSEES PREPARE LISTS OF POTENTIAL END-USERS FOR THEIR 
LOCAL MAILINGS OF PROSPECT INFORMATION FLYERS BEING 
PREPARED IN CARACAS FOR EACH EVENT. NO LATER THAN SIX 
WEEKS PRIOR TO EACH EXHIBITION PROMOTIONAL MATERIALS WILL 
BE SENT TO EACH POST FOR LOCAL DISTRIBUTION. 

B ) REPFIND IDENTIFICATION-IT IS REQUESTED ADDRESSEE POSTS 
PREPARE LISTS OF POTENTIAL AGENTS/DISTRIBUTORS FOR 
LOCAL MAILINGS OF EXHIBITION PROMOTIONAL MATERIALS. 

C) PROMOTIONAL LITERATURE - WILL BE MAILED IN BULK TO 
ALL ACTION POSTS, IN ADDITION TO DIRECT MAILING TO ALL 
INDIVIDUALS IDENTIFIED BY COMPUTER PRINTOUTS. THE COMBIN 
ATION OF DIRECT MAILINGS FROM CARACAS. WHICH WILL INCLUDE 
A REPFIND GRID. AND LOCAL MAILINGS FROM EACH FOREIGN 
SERVICE POST, SHOULD MINIMIZE THE USUAL HIGH ATTRITION 

OF MAIL AND OFFER A BETTER POSSIBILITY OF THE EXHIBITION 
ANNOUNCEMENT REACHING POTENTIALLY INTERESTED READERS. 

D) PUBLICITY POSTS ARE REQUESTED TO INCLUDE INFORMATION 
ON THESE EVENTS IN THEIR COMMERCIAL NEWSLETTERS AND TO
